Alberta  lamb  prices  posted  further  increases  during  May,  attaining  what  will 
probably  be  the  annual  high  price  by  the  second  week  of  the  month.  Quoted  bids  for 
slaughter  lambs  at  Lambco,  Innisfail,  started  out  in  a  $78-$81  per  cwt  range  before 
increasing  to  an  $82-$85  range  by  the  second  week  of  May.  The  railgrade  quote  for 
slaughter  lambs  at  Lambco  for  the  latter  part  of  May  was  $1.77  per  lb  for  new  crop  lambs 
and  $1.66  for  old  crop  lambs.  Producer  marketings  of  slaughter  lambs  began  to  increase 
substantially  by  late  May  in  the  normal  seasonal  pattern.  The  increased  volumes  of 
slaughter  lambs  expected  over  the  next  several  weeks  are  expected  to  apply  downward 
pressure  on  slaughter  lamb  prices,  although  the  decline  should  be  quite  gradual. 

U.S.  slaughter  lamb  prices  were  mostly  declining  during  May  compared  to  April,  also 
on  increasing  numbers  of  marketings.  Prices  this  spring  in  the  U.S.  have  been  much  more 
stable  than  was  the  case  last  year. 

Producers  are  probably  aware  of  the  importation  of  27,000  head  of  live  lambs  from 
New  Zealand  into  Portland,  Oregon  on  May  2,  1989.  The  lambs  are  destined  for  slaughter 
in  Colorado  after  being  fed  to  market  weight.     Further  shipments  are  expected  in  1989.

According  to  R.M.  Jordan  and  W.J.  Boylan,  University  of  Minnesota, 
there  is  great  potential  for  a  dairy  sheep  industry  in  North  America.  Canada 
and  the  U.S.  import  about  10,000  metric  tons  of  sheep  cheese  a  year.  A  part 
of  these  imports  could  certainly  be  replaced  by  locally  produced  cheese, 
however  a  dairy  sheep  industry  is  practically  nonexistent  on  this  continent. 
Unfortunately,  there  are  also  none  of  the  highly  productive  European  milk 
sheep  breeds  available. 

We  are  determined  to  build  up  a  sheep  dairy,  but  there  are  some 
problems   which    have    to    be    solved,    in    order    to    run    a    profitable  operation: 

-  Which  sheep  is  most  suitable,  a  new  breed  of  "Canadian 
Milksheep"  or  an  imported  European  breed  (eg.   East  Frisian, 
etc)?     If  a  "Canadian  Milksheep"  has  to  be  bred,   the  breed 
has  to  be  registered,  otherwise  these  high  quality  animals 
will  be  treated  like  any  other  commercial  crossbred. 

-  Who  is  interested  in  and  able  to  process  the  milk  into 
cheese  and  other  products?    A  potential   cheese  manufacturer 
needs  the  milk  of  several  dairies,  in  order  to  maintain  cost 
effective  production. 

-  What  about  marketing  of  the  final  products?     Can,  for 
instance,  sheep  cheese  be  marketed  as  a  seasonal  product  or 
has  a  continuous  supply  to  be  guaranteed  in  order  to  find 

a  big  enough  number  of  retailers  to  sell  the  whole 
production? 

-  Which  producer  or  distributor  of  milking  equipment  is  willing 
to  import  and  service  specially  designed  equipment  for  sheep 
(already  available  in  Europe)  on  a  guaranteed  basis? 

We  are  convinced  that  all  these  problems  can  be  solved,  if  actual  and 
potential  sheepmilk  producers,  and  eventually  processors,  form  some  kind  of  an 
association.  The  potential  market  is  certainly  big  enough,  to  ensure  that  no 
one  need  fear  competition  for  many  years  (Jordan  and  Boylan  calculated  that, 
in  North  America,  there  is  room  for  some  9,000  dairies,  each  milking  100 
sheep).  We  feel,  that  is  is  important  to  build  up  the  sheep  dairy  industry  in 
a  systematic  and  professional  way. 

The    proposed    organization    would    have     further    advantages     for  its 

members : 

-  reduced  costs  for  imported  livestock,  embryos  or  semen 

-  participation  in  establishing  quality  standards  for  sheep 
milk  and  its  products 

-  exchange  or  experiences 

-  evaluation  of  performance  criterias  for  the  animals 

-  etc. 

If  you  are  already  milking  sheep,  seriously  considering  this 
attractive  alternative,  or  interested  in  processing  sheep  milk,  please  contact 
the  undersigned.
